But 
there was money enough for all, and everybody was happy: the pickax, 
the act, the hunting dog, the joker, the spy—even the sledge hammer. 

This simple business transaction, which you will understand if you 
have studied the glossary above, took place many times a day last week 
in Londrina. Indeed Londrina is a boom town the likes of which few 
Brazilians have ever seen, because Londrina is an excellent place to 
grow coffee. Yet 20 years ago there weren't any pickaxes in Londrina. 
There weren't any jacds (of this species). There wasn’t any Londrina. 

What is today the Yukon of South America was then a vast, roll- 
ing, unsurveyed stretch of the state of Parana. It was then, as now, 
fine coffee-growing country, but coffee prices were low. In 1946, how- 
ever, the coffee boom started. Prices went from $7.70 per sack to last 
week’s $17.50. To the jaciis, mostly farmers in the area north of Lon- 
drina, the crinkling sound of folding money is as seductive as the hunt- 
er’s whistle. So they come in flocks to buy a little land, plant a little

coffee and make a lot of money. 

An average of 30 trucks a day 
come into the town. All are full 
of jacds. Some jaciis, in their own 
cars, are rich people from the 
city (“flag-decked jacis”), in- 
tent on getting even richer. The 
majority are skinny, hardened 
farm folk. The land they left is, 
as they say here, “tired.” This 
land is rich and productive; they 
are sure of it because one of the 
hunting dogs told them so. But 
they can’t buy land any more 
from the Brazilian combine; aft- 
er selling some two million acres 
to 21,000 land-hungry jacis the 
company had to stop. There is 
always one more piece of land 
for sale, however. See a pickax. 

Asamatter of fact, in Londrina 
apickax will seeajacilong before 
the jaci sees him. The general 
technique is that of one Fuad Ab- 
bud, king of Londrina pickaxes. 
His name is Syrian, but Fuad is 
as Brazilian as they come. Sleek, 
round and 30, Fuad considers it 
a day wasted when he doesn’t 
make $100; sometimes he goes 
over the $1,000 mark in one day. 

Usually forewarned by one of 
his hunting dogs, Fuad spots the 
jacii before he gets into town. The 
jact is easily spotted, a lean, sun- 
stained specimen with the inev- 
itable white forehead band left 
by the farm hat he has taken off 
so he won't be spotted as a jacd. 
Fuad quickly turns his jacd over 
to one of his spies. The spy shep- 
herds the jacé through the town 
and helps him find a place to stay. 
No matter what time this per- 
formance starts, it is supposed to 
wind up somie time during the 
hours of 9 p.m. to3 a.m. in one of 
Londrina’s bars. There, by Lon- 
drina custom, one side of the bar 
is filled with jaciis and their spy- 
escorts, the other side with pick- 
axes. Usually at 3 am., Fuad 
makes his way to the table of his 
jaci, After a two-hour glowing 
description of the land around 
Londrina, the jacd is ledto apiece 
of land. The early hours of the 
morning are chosen for this most 
important moment of the trans- 
action because at dawn the land 
looks most interessante to a farm- 
er—at least to a Brazilian farmer. 
Thejoker, on hand and complain- 
ing—until the last minute—that 
he wants this very piece of land, 
generally helps the jacit make up 
his mind in a hurry. The money 
changes hands on thespot and the 
jaci receives a deed. 

So goes Fuad Abbud’s work- 
ing “day.” It isn’t easy, but its 
rewards aren’t small. Even after 
he has split his commission with 
all his helpers, Fuad can afford 
to keep his nails well manicured, 
his mustache well clipped and 
live well. “I am a man,” says 
he, “who knows all the bright 
lights and bohemian life of South 
America.” Although he is the

most successful pickax, the town 
crawls with others who have 
done almost as well. No estimate 
has been made, of course, as to 
what proportion of the jacis are 
bilked. But the proportion is 
understandably high. A great 
many of the transactions are 
perfectly legal though, because 
the law of supply and demand 
has raised land prices to the ex- 
tent that the sledge hammer's 
price, and accordingly the pick- 
ax’s commission, is big enough 
to take care of everybody. 

As of last week the population 
of Londrina was 40,000, with an 
additional floating population 
of 10,000. Two airlines fly DC- 
3s into Londrina, landing on a 
mushy airstrip that wouldn’t be 
safe for a soapbox derby. Right 
in town nearly every back yard 
is jammed with coffee trees. The 
heavy traffic—and the frenzied 
farming—has churned up a dry 
red dust that covers everything 
in Londrina, All night most of 
the bars and nightclubs are open 
for business and pleasure, astrik- 
ing contrast to every other farm- 
ing community in Brazil where 
the farmers go to bed with the 
chickens. The basis of the boom 
is the fact that the average coffee 
plantation (about 60 acres) will 
bringa farmer an income of near- 
ly $30,000 a year. So a new jacii 

s quite willing, if he can only 
beg, borrow or make off with the 
money, to pay as much as $100 
an acre for the land. Split all this 
up among the sledge hammers, 
the pickaxes, the spies, the hunt- 
ing dogs and the jokers and there 
a hot time in Londrina every 
night. Girls are flow ‘n down from 
Rio and are received by an ex- 
tremely responsive audience— 
sometimes too responsive. “If 
the band stops playing even for a 
minute,” one imported showgirl 
complains, “somebody throws 
something. And that isn’t all 
they do, either. I'd go right back 
home—if I weren’t making so 
much money like everybody 
else.”

HOW GAD ARE U.S. POLITICS? 


FOR THE TIMES WE LIVE IN, PRETTY BAD. BUT YOU CAN DO MORE ABOUT IT THAN YOU REALIZE 


Another election has passed—and this time, 
while mulling over what the results mean for 
the Democrats and the Republicans, per- 
haps we had better ask ourselves some even 
deeper questions, Are the rules and morals 
of American politics the best we can hope for? 
Or could we do better if we really tried? 

To many people those questions may 
sound like a hopeless form of idealism. Most 
Americans take for granted that polities is at 
least a little crooked, and many Americans 
regard it with complete cynicism. Yet the 
country has always survived and it certain- 
ly has plenty of prosperity and industrial 
muscles today. True enough. But 1950 is 
not 1900 or even 1925, and we had better 
re-examine our politics in light of the chang- 
ing times. 

Once the U.S. Constitution had been writ- 
ten, and the country started on its free and 
lusty career, you can make a strong case that 
it really made little difference who wi 
ning the government—except during such 
crises as the Civil War and the period of so- 
cial ferment which produced Teddy Roose- 
velt, Even as late as 1915 our federal govern- 
ment had a budget of only $760 million a 
year, a mere 2% of the national income. It 
had no serious diplomatic commitments to 
speak of and maintained a military foree of 
only 163,000. Americans were still fairly an- 
archistic people and they viewed Washing- 
ton, the state capitols and the city halls with 
considerable distrust. A number of very ex- 
cellent men were in U.S. polities for pure rea- 
sons of statesmanship. But the bulk of our 
politicians, and we might as well face it, chose 
the life because it looked like a soft touch. A 
good deal of our cynicism about politicians 
goes back to this simple and vanished era 
when politics was a kind of fringe profession.

You've got to live with him 


There’s no need to elaborate on how the 
federal, state and local governments have 
grown, Considering the present size and pow- 
er of government, the politician is the most 
important man we have today—infinitely 
more important than the storekeeper, the 
banker, the teacher or the pastor. On the do- 
mestic side he determines the value of our 
dollars and how many of them we will have 
left after taxes: he controls countless details 
of our daily lives. On the foreign side he de- 
termines our relations with the rest of the 
world and makes grave decisions on war and 
peace. To an almost frightening extent he 
can make us or break us. 

But the quality of our politics has not kept 
pace with its increasing importance. Our pol- 
itics as now conducted, and too many of our 
politicians as currently spawned, are just 
not good enough to see us through the atomic 
age. For a fine example of what we mean we 
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offer you the recent well-publicized election 
campaign in New York—where an old-fash- 
ioned political deal by the Republicans pro- 
duced the totally inadequate Joe Hanley as 
their senatorial candidate, and where the 
Democrats pulled an outrageous trick that 
resulted in a special mayoralty election in 
New York City to help pile up votes for the 
bosses’ hand-picked state candidates. 

Too many of us were insufficiently shocked 
by what happened in New York; there was a 
tendency to shrug and say, “Well, that’s pol- 
ities for you.” Lire does not believe in setting 
today’s standards by yesterday's mistakes. 
We believe that we must take our politics 
seriously, and do something about it, if we 
want to survive. 


y equals better work 


In one way, fortunately, we have begun 
to recognize the importance of the politician 
in our new era. The salaries of public officials 
in the federal government and the bigger 
states and cities have been made decently 
attractive. This is a step in the right direc- 
tion—and we urge more and bigger steps. 
By paying for good men we have a much bet- 
ter chance of getting them. 

If—and this is an awfully big if. We can- 
not get enough good men so long as we re- 
main cynical about politicians. We will have 
to give the good ones our full faith and re- 
ward them with our respect as well as with 
salaries. Conversely, we will have to bounce 
the bad ones as fast as they put their heads 
in the door. If we will grant that a politician 
is as fine a man as the pastor—and in fact 
will insist on it, to the point of retiring the 
backsliders—we will do much better. 

However—and this is an awfully big how- 
ever. We cannot get enough good men if we 
persist in electing them on the basis of what 
we think they can do for us—us being the 
American Legion, or the labor unions, or the 
old-age pensioners, or the cotton growers, 
or the wheat growers, or the textile manu- 
facturers, or the real estate lobby or the As- 
sociation of American Housewives for Lower 
Meat Prices. In the recent election you know 
about the trouble Senator Taft, a Repub- 
lican who must rank among the most hon- 
est, forthright and intelligent men who ever 
searched their inner souls before voting on a 
bill, had with an opponent who is an old-fash- 
ioned political baby-kisser—just because the 
Ohio labor leaders didn’t like the way Taft’s 
well-thought-out opinions affected them. On 
the Democratic side, another exceptional 
candidate, who must go nameless here, had 
to wear himself out fighting against a dema- 
gogue who cuddled up to the old-age pension- 
ers, particularly numerous in that state. A 
few weeks before election this candidate told 
us, “I don’t have any idea what to do. I know 


damn well that our nation can’t afford a big- 
ger old-age pension right now, no matter how 
much we might like it. My opponent doesn’t 
care. He wants their votes and he doesn’t 
mind promising them the moon.” 

This business of demanding that the gov- 
ernment be run for our personal benefit is 
fairly new. Of course we've had the big- 
business tariff advocates and the farm bloc 
for a long time, and the veterans of every 
war since the Revolution have tried to put a 
terrific cash value on patriotism, But it was 
not until the "30s that we all began to rush 
to Washington for whatever we wanted— 
whether it happened to be pensions, raises, 
a high price for what we sold or a low price 
for what we bought. 

We can elect good men to office—men 
who know better than to try to deliver the 
moon—or we can elect the demagogues who 
promise us not only the moon but the cos- 
mos. Either a politician is a statesman or he 
isn’t. His statesmanship in a difficult age like 
this is probably in inverse ratio to his willing- 
ness to give things away to all comers. 

As long as we can be bought off there will 
always be slick fellows to buy us. As soon as 
we refuse to be bought we will almost surely 
find the men of vision who can really help us. 
These men will have their arguments, of 
course—but it is the differences of opinion 
among good men that make high-level poli- 
tics such a great art. 


Just look at those muscles! 


The question now becomes: who is “we’’? 
Well, not the untutored and sheeplike voter 
in the feudal districts where the boss can 
vote ‘em like a machine. There will always 
be a certain number of voters who blindly 
follow the boss, or who cast a straight ballot 
for the party father liked. The “we” is the 
nation’s vast number of independent voters, 
the people who try hard to use their ballots 
for the good of the country. “Independent” 
is not quite the correct adjective, of course, 
because the more the voter thinks for him- 
self the more likely he is to favor the guiding 
principles of one party or the other. But we 
have talked about the independent voter for 
years; we all know what it means, and we 
may as well continue to use the phrase. The 
independent voter hasn't been cutting much 
ice recently, but that could probably be 
changed. His numbers must have been grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds as we have become 
a more mature, better educated and more 
thoughtful nation. If he just threw aside his 
fatalism about politics, he might suddenly 
find that he—rather than the member of 
some pressure group—holds the balance of 
power. Could be that the only thing wrong 
with the independent voter is that he doesn’t 
know his own strength.

This has been a great season for the football 
underdog. The public has reacted according to 
form, gratefully noting that Notre Dame was 
losing one now and then and gloating over the 
other upsets that were a dime a dozen from the 
Ivy League to the Pacific Coast. But in Texas, 
where wild-and-woolly football is the rule rather 
than the exception, things were super-normal. 
Coach Blair Cherry of the University of Texas 
was none too secure in his job unless he beat an 
old and hated rival, Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity of Dallas. Although Texas had a power- 
ful, well-drilled team which had lost to anoth- 
er top team, Oklahoma, by only one point, it 


seemed a forlorn hope. $.M.U. was unbeaten, 
the conqueror of Ohio State and No. 1 in the na- 
tion. Blair Cherry fell back on the traditional 
weapon of the underdog—psychology. 

All week long he plastered the dressing room 
with rave notices about $.M.U., its potential 
All-America Back, Kyle Rote.

PRIVATE LI TELLS HIS STORY 


As one of the first Chinese Reds captured in North Korea, Private Li Tsu 
was eagerly interrogated by U.S. and South Korean army intelligence offi- 
cers. Lure Correspondent Hugh Moffett cabled Li's story: 

We first saw Private Li at Onjong, 50 miles from the Manchurian 
border. As guards led him into the G-2 office, ROK Captain Kim Yong 
Sun ordered him to sit down by a table in a bare-walled room, One 
weak electric light dangled from the ceiling, its brown paper shield 
open at the bottom; from time to time Captain Kim held its beam 
directly on the captive, who sat holding a cigaret in his trembling left 
hand, almost afraid to take a puff. The ROK’s U.S, adviser, Captain 
Warren J. Rosengren, joined the interrogation. 

For 34 years Li Tsu had lived a peasant’s life in Hopeh province. 
Then in April this year the Red army sent agents to conscript him and 
he became Private Li, messenger, ammunition carrier and laborer. In 
mid-October he found himself in Antung, on China’s side of the Man- 
churia-Korea border, being briefed for duty in Korea. Less than two 
weeks later he was captured by troops of the South Korean army. 

His outfit of about 1,000 Chinese troops was told only that it was 
going to Korea, The briefing officer “said we must fight against the 
South Korean army to guard our land and nation.” They had no tanks, 
only three pieces of artillery. To describe these he measured off about 
14 inches with his hands, and his interrogators decided he meant mor- 
tars. There was no mention of Americans at the briefing in Antung. 

Li had traveled by boat to Sinanju on the west coast, then marched 
northeastward, moving by night. He counted the days one by one on 
his slender, nervous fingers—a week of these night marches, ending 
abruptly in capture the first time he met South Korean troops. 

Why Private Li surrendered so quickly was something of a puzzle 
inasmuch as he had been told that he would be killed if ever captured 
and therefore must fight to the last. And he looked like a man who 
didn’t expect to see daylight. But by the next morning (above) he was 
more confident. He had begun to realize that he might live after all.

Russia fails to oust U.N. secretary- general 


As the Chinese Communists attacked U.N. forces in Korea, Russia’s 
Andrei Vishinsky hit the U.N. from another direction, Secretary-Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie had completed his five-year term of office. Though he 
had once proposed admitting Red China to the U.N., Lie had also been 
quick to organize U.N. action against North Korea. For this the Soviet 
Union attempted to punish him by vetoing his reappointment. The

vent Russia from vetoing Lie, the U.S. moved the entire business from 
the Security Council to the General Assembly, where the veto does not 
apply. Furious over these tactics, Vishinsky made a long speech, full of 
heavy-handed sarcasm which likened the L to “a capricious maiden 
who . . . got up on the wrong side of the bed.” The delegates were not 
amused. By a vote of 46 to 5 the assembly extended Lie’s term and the 
secretary-general, who had tactfully gone home during the debate, 
came smilingly back to work. Vishinsky promptly announced that as

HOFFMAN'S FAREWELL TOUR 


The retiring chief of ECA finds hoth hospitality 
and impressive recovery in Marshall Plan nations 


In his two and a half years as ECA administrator, Paul G. Hoffman spent 
more than $10 billion to help build up the friendly nations of Europe. 
Early this autumn he resigned and on Sept. 30, his last day in office, he 
whisked off on a 20-day flying tour of Europe to see what the Marshall 
Plan and the efforts of the Europeans had accomplished. It was an impres- 
sive achievement. Out of the devastation there had arisen new factories 
and shipyards, power plants, housing units and flourishing farmlands. 
Agricultural production had climbed to prewar levels, while industrial 
output—despite the havoc of war—stood 23% higher than in 1938. The 
inroads of Communism had been checked and its influence weakened. 
In Berlin, Hoffman made a speech at the city’s first postwar Industrial 
and offered a bold hope for the future: “I see in this exhibition the 
symbol of the economic renaissance of Germany.” In Norway and Sweden 
he called on the royal families and took the salutes of the royal guards. Vis- 
iting 11 nations in all, he bustled through factories, press conferences and 
a grateful show of European hospitality. To both workingmen and bosses 
Hoffman pressed his forceful argument that only with more and more in- 
tegration of national resources and markets can Western Europe have the 
double security of “bread and guns.” And more, “Europe can increase 
her gross national production by $100 billion during the next 10 years,” 
which would lift its standard of living to the level the U.S. enjoys today.

SUALP EPIDEMIC 
SWEEPS THE SOO 


Ringworm infects 1,300 children 


As far as anyone can tell, the troubles of Sault 
Ste. Ma Ont. started last March from three 
boys with itchy scalps. School nurses identified 
theround brownish splotches on the boys’ heads 
as a ringworm infection and sent the youngsters 
home for treatment. By last week the three cases 
had spread to 1,363 other children. Sault Ste. 
Marie, which is called “The Soo” for short, was 
in the midst of the most severe ringworm epi- 
demic in the history of either Canada or the U.S., 
and no conscientious parent would send his 
child out in public without a white bonnet. 

In the schools (right), on playgrounds, in the 
streets and in their homes boys and girls covered 
their heads with the strange hoods to protect 
themselves and their playmates. City health 
authorities were sure it was the best way to check 
the highly contagious fungus parasite, often 
transmitted by direct contact, which embeds 
itself in the skin, spreads out in a circular pat- 
tern and attacks the roots of the hair, causing 
irritation and partial baldness. 

The Sault Ste. Marie ringworm epidem: 
following its ty l course. Most of its victims 
are boys under 12 whose short hair and natural 
tendency to scuffle make them more likely to 
pick up the fungus. The outbreak in Sault Ste. 
Marie appears to have passed its peak, but why 
it cropped up at all mystifies medical authori- 
ties. Dr.J.E.Gimby, city health officer, summed 
it up: “We've got these things with us all the 
time. But every once in a while a disease like 
this seems to develop a warlike generation.”

STS HURRY TO COMPLETE EXCAVATION OF PREHISTORIC HOUSE RUINS WHICH LIE IN PIPELINE’S 


PIPELINE ARCHAEOLOGY 


A 450-mile trench gives scientists rare chance to study Southwest's antiquity 


In the much-explored deserts of the Southwest, where 
ancientruins lie just beneath thesurface, the longest ex- 
cavation in archaeological history is now being dug. Un- 
like thesmall-scalesummershovelings of underfinanced 
scientists, the new project willinvolve$45 million worth 
of digging and result in a 450-mile trench. To its spon- 
sors, the El Paso Natural Gas Company, the big ditch is 
simply ameans of runninga pipeline from New Mexico's 
‘Barker Dome gas fields to Topock, Ariz. But to the scien- 
tists hired by the gas company to work alongside the 
ditching crews and prevent the destruction of impor- 
tant antiquities, it is a vast archaeological test trench, 

The working arrangement between the diggers and 
the ditchers is simple and efficient. First, bulldozers 


move back and forth down the pipeline right-of-way, 
clearing the land for the trenching machine. As the land 
is cleared, scientists locate points of interest and hur- 
riedly excavate whatever lies directly in the path of 
the pipe before the trenching machine catches up with 
them, Later they work back along the trench to see what 
deeper-lying material may have been exposed. By last 
week the digging was 200 miles along and 89 ruins had 
been discovered, many of them containing skeletons, 
pottery and implements. No one find so far has been im- 
portant in itself, but they have raised the hope that be- 
fore the trench reaches its destination enough new evi- 
dence will have been gathered to form a clearer picture 
of the complex sequence of cultures in the Southwest.

At the conclusion of the Casablanca Conference described in the 
previous issue, Mr. Churchill spent strenuous weeks of travel on 
various missions. He flew to Adana for a two-day secret meeting 


WAS more tired by my journeying than I had realised at the time, 

and I must have caught a chill. In the evening of the 16th my 

temperature suddenly rose, and Lord Moran, who had been 

watching me, took a decided view and told me that I had inflam- 
mation of the base of a lung. His diagnosis led him to prescribe a drug 
called M & B. The next day Dr. Geoffrey Marshall of Guy’s Hospital 
was called in consultation. The doctors, supported by my wife, ar- 
gued that I ought to quit my work entirely. I would not agree to this. 
What should I have done all day? They then said I had pneumonia, 
to which I replied, “Well, surely you can deal with that. Don’t you 
believe in your new drug?” Doctor Marshall said he called pneumo- 
nia “the old man’s friend.” “Why?” I asked. “Because it takes them 
off so quietly.” I made a suitable reply, but we reached an agreement 
on the following lines, I was only to have the most important and 
interesting papers sent me, and to read a novel. I chose Moll Flanders. 

The days passed very slowly, but not without some enlivening 
diversion. A gentleman, Mr. Thomson, kindly presented me with a 
lion, who sent me a beautiful photograph of himself, with good wishes 
for my recovery. “Rota” was the lion’s name, and I had to invoke the 
aid of the Duke of Devonshire, who was President of the Zoo, to pro- 
vide him with a home. He was a male lion of fine quality and in eight 
years became the father of many children. One day the assistant sec- 
retary came with some papers. He was a charming man, highly com- 
petent, but physically on the small side. Indulging in chaff, I now 
showed him a magnificent photograph of Rota with his mouth open, 
saying, “If there are any shortcomings in your work I shall send you 
to him. Meat is very short now.” He 
took a serious view of this remark. 
He reported to the office that I was 
in a delirium. 

When I finished Moll Flanders I 
gave it to Dr. Marshall to cheer him 
up. The treatment was successful. 

Stalin at this time sent me a film 
of the Stalingrad victory, with all 
its desperate fighting wonderfully 
portrayed. I was able in return to 
send our own film, just completed, 
of the Battle of Alamein, called Des- 
ert Victory.

Tell Mrs. Churchill that when I was laid up I was a thoroughly mod- 
el patient, and that I hope you will live down the reputation in our 
Press of having been the ‘world’s worst patient.’ . . .” 


“The mounting Russian tide” 


HE spring of 1943 marked the turning-point of the war on the 
Eastern Front. Even before the German Army at Stalingrad 

had been overwhelmed the mounting Russian tide had swept 

the enemy back all along the line. If Stalin could have come to Casa- 
blanca the three Allies might have worked out a common plan face to 
face. But this could not be, and dis- 
cussions were pursued by telegram. 
On January 26 we had told him of 
the military decision taken at our 
conference. He replied promptly: 
“... It is evident from your mes- 
sage that, contrary to your previous 
calculations, the end of operations 
in Tunis is expected in April instead 
of February. I hardly need to tell 
you how disappointing is such a de- 
lay. Strong activity of the Anglo- 
American troops in North Africa is 
more than ever necessary at this 
moment, when the Soviet armies 
are still in a position to maintain 
their powerful general offensive. 
“Tt is evident from your message 
also that the establishment of the 
second front, in particular in France, 
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ds itself!

DEFEAT AND VICTORY IN TUNISIA 


The low point of Allied fortunes in Tunisia was reached in mid~ 
February 1943, when a surprise attack through Faid caught the 
U.S. II Corps off balance and forced them to give up Sbeitla, 
Fériana and Kasserine, where the American retreat through the 
mountain pass resembled a rout. Within 11 days, however, Amer- 
icans regained the ground lost. When Montgomery’s Eighth 
Army swept triumphantly past the barrier of the Mareth Line 
and up the east coast, it met the II Corps northwest of Gabés. The 
final blows against the Axis in Tunisia were struck in the north: 
the British First Army, under General Anderson, took the cap- 
ital, Tunis, made the cleanup in Cape Bon and met the Eighth 
Army north of Enfidaville; the U.S. II Corps, which had mean- 
while been transferred to the north, took the port of Bizerte. 


ruary 4, thus completing the conquest of the Italian Empire 

by Great Britain. Although the speed of the advance from 
the east had surpassed expectations, the Allied situation in mid- 
February was anxious. The severe losses inflicted by sea and air 
had not prevented the enemy from building up a force of four- 
teen divisions. The Allies had only nine divisions available, of 
which two of the French XIX Corps were ill-equipped. The U.S. 
II Corps was still incomplete; of its divisions only the rst Infan- 
try and 1st Armoured Division were on the front. 

Rommel concentrated a striking force of two German Divi: 
sions east of Faid (map, above) in order to throw back the U.S. 
II Corps and prevent them from coming down on his flank and 
rear while he was engaged against the Eighth Army. The attack 
began on February 14. It had been mistakenly expected that the 
main blow would come through Fondouk and not Faid. Conse- 
quently the 1st U.S. Armoured Division was much dispersed; 
only half of it was south of Fondouk to take the shock. It was 
overborne and there was much confusion. On the 17th, Kasserine, 
Feériana and Sbeitla were in German hands.

TUNISIA: US. FORCES IN ACTION 


A 155-MM GUN, hidden under netting to protect it against enemy 
reconnaissance, is fired by its American crew in the El Guettar Valley. 
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Rommel now struck northwards. He was met and held by the 
1st Guards Brigade and a detachment of the U.S. 9th Division. 
Kasserine and Fériana were reoccupied by our forces on Febru- 
ary 27 and Sbeitla on the 28th, and later our original line was re- 
established, 

Realising that as soon as the Kasserine battle was over Rom- 
mel would certainly turn upon him, Montgomery established his 
three forward divisions in position about Medenine. On March 
6 Rommel made four major attacks, using all three of the German 
Panzer divisions. Every attack was beaten off with heavy loss. 
The enemy withdrew, leaving on the field fifty-two tanks de- 
stroyed by gunfire. We lost no tanks and only 130 killed and 
wounded. This was probably Rommel’s sharpest rebuff in all his 
African exploits. Moreover, it was his last action there. Shortly 
afterwards he was invalided for Germany, and Von Arnim suc- 
ceeded him. 


Mr. Churchill goes on to describe how Montgomery, always mak- 
ing “his characteristic use of the artillery,” beat the Germans back 
from the Mareth Line near the Tunisian-Libyan border and then 
pursued them north, Northwest of the town of Gabés a meeting 
took place which Mr. Churchill describes as follows: 


On April 7 a patrol of the 4th Indian Division met one from the 
U.S. II Corps. The American greeting “Hello, Limey,” although 
not understood, was accepted with the utmost cordiality. The 
two armies which had started nearly two thousand miles apart 
‘were now at last joined together. 

Alexander decided that the main attack on Tunis must come 
from the west. On May 6 the culminating attack was launched. 
General Alexander to Prime Minister. May 11, 1943 

“, . . L expect all organised resistance to collapse within the 
next forty-eight hours, and final liquidation of whole Axis forces 
in the next two or three days. I calculate that prisoners up to date 
exceed 100,000 but this is not yet confirmed, and they are still 
coming in. Yesterday I saw a horse-drawn gig laden with Ger- 
mans driving themselves to the prisoners’ cage. As they passed 
we could not help laughing, and they laughed too. The whole af- 
fair was more like Derby Day. . . .” 

At 2:15 p.m. on May 13 Alexander signalled to me: 

“Sir: It is my duty to report that the Tunisian campaign is 
over. All enemy resistance has ceased. We are masters of the North 
African shores,” 


‘O one could doubt the magnitude of the victory of Tunis. 

It held its own with Stalingrad. Africa was clear of our 

foes. One continent had been redeemed. In London there 

was, for the first time in the war, a real lifting of spirits. Parlia- 

ment received the Ministers with regard and enthusiasm, and 

recorded its thanks in the warmest terms to the commanders. I 

had asked that the bells of all the churches should be rung. I was 

sorry not to hear their chimes, but I had more important work to 
do on the other side of the Atlantic. 

It was decided to go by sea. We left London on the night of 
May 4, and went aboard the Queen Mary in the Clyde on the fol- 
lowing day. The ship had been admirably fitted up to meet all 
our needs. The whole delegation was accommodated on the main 
deck, which was sealed off from the rest of the ship. 

All kinds of clever precautions had been taken to conceal the 
identity of the passengers in the Queen Mary. A number of no- 
tices had been put up in Dutch to suggest that Queen Wilhel- 
mina and her suite were travelling to America in the ship. Ramps 
were ostentatiously built in the passages so that a wheel chair 
could traverse them smoothly. This was in order to start a ru- 
mour that the President of the United States and a considerable 
staff were to be brought to England on the return voyage. The 
more tales, the more safety. So effective were the cover plans 
that even some members of the Cabinet Office staff, who had 
embarked in the Queen Mary for the Hot Springs Food Con- 
ference, were dumbfounded to see us board the ship. About five 
thousand German prisoners were already on board. It had been 
suggested that they should be transferred to another ship, but 
I could not see what harm they could do to us. 

On May 11 we arrived off Staten Island. We immediately 
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entrained for Washington. The President was on the platform 
to greet me. 

For the week-end of May 15 the President proposed to take 
me, not to Hyde Park, but to Shangri-La, which was the name 
he gave the mountain refuge, about 2,000 ft. high, in the Ca- 
toctin Hills, in Maryland, where he sheltered, whenever the 
chance offered itself, from the stifling heat and buzz of Wash- 
ington. We had a dispute about where we should sit in the car 
for this three-hour journey. Alike by his rank and from his in- 
firmity there was only one place for the President. Mrs. Roose- 
velt wished to sit in one of the small front seats, and put me 
next to the President. I would not have this, and the British 
Empire went into action. After about three minutes’ conflict of 
wills I won, and Mrs. Roosevelt took her proper place by her

husband’s side. Harry Hopkins filled the fourth seat, and we 
whirled off amid our cyclist escort. After about two hours we 
reached the town of Frederick. I had of course visited the fa- 
mous battlefield of Gettysburg some years before, but I now 
made inquiries about Barbara Fritchie and her house. This 
moved Harry Hopkins to quote the famous lines: 


“Shoot, if you must, this old grey head, 

“But spare your country’s flag,” she said. 
When it was clear that no one else in the car could add to this 
quotation I started out: 


Up from the meadows rich with corn, 
Clear in the cool September morn, 
‘The clustered spires of Frederick stand... 


and sailed steadily on: 


Up rose old Barbara Fritchie then, 
Bowed with her threescore years and ten; 
Bravest of all in Frederick town, 

She took up the flag that the men hauled down. 
“Shoot if you will this old grey head, 

“But spare your country’s flag” . 


At this point they all joined in the chorus: 


she said. 

I got full marks for this from my highly select American au- 
dience, none of whom corrected my misquotations, and was en- 
couraged to discuss at some length the characters of Stonewall 
Jackson and Robert E. Lee, two of the noblest men, ever born 
on the American continent. 

After a while silence and slumber descended upon the company, 
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as we climbed with many a twist and turn up the spurs of the 
Alleghenies. Soon we arrived at Shangri-La, which was in prin- 
ciple a log cabin, with all modern improvements. 

The President had been looking forward to a few hours with 
his stamp collection. General “Pa” Watson, his personal aide, 
brought him several large albums and a number of envelopes full 
of specimens he had long desired. I watched him with much inter- 
est and in silence for perhaps half an hour as he stuck them in, 
each in its proper place, and so forgot the cares of State. But soon 
another car drove up to the door, and out stepped General Bedell 
Smith, quick-winged from Eisenhower’s headquarters, with a 
budget of serious questions on which decisions were urgently re- 
quired. Sadly F.D.R. left his stamp collection and addressed 
himself to his task. 

On this week-end was discussed the question of my meeting 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek. She was at this time in New York, 
and intimated that she would be glad to receive me there. I did 
not feel able to make so long a journey. The President therefore 
invited the lady to lunch with him to meet me at the White House. 


FISHING AT SHANGRI-LA 


At Shangri-La, F.D.R.’s mountain retreat in Maryland, Church- 
ill and Roosevelt did some fishing but caught nothing. Churchill 
remarks that Roosevelt “evidently . . . had the first quality of 
an angler, which is not to measure the pleasure by the catch.” 


The invitation was refused with some hauteur. Madame was of 
the opinion that I should make the pilgrimage to New York. It 
was my strong desire to preserve unity in the Grand Alliance, 
and I offered to go half-way if she would do the same. This offer 
was however considered facetious, so I never had the pleasure 
and advantage of meeting this lady until the Cairo Conference. 

On Sunday the President wanted to fish in a stream which 
flowed through lovely woods. He was placed with great care by the 
side of a pool, and sought to entice the nimble and wily fish. I tried 
for some time myself at other spots. No fish were caught, but he 
seemed to enjoy it very much, and was in great spirits for the rest 
of the day. On the Monday we had to leave this agreeable cool 
abode, and descended the Alleghenies for the really great heat of 
Washington. On the journey back through Frederick I asked to be 
shown Barbara Fritchie’s house. I was surprised to see it was only 
one and a half storeys high. I had always pictured it as at least 
three, if not four, and I had considered exactly how far the heroic 
dame would have had to stand back from the sill to be safe from an 
upward volley from the street. It now appeared that the famous 
window, which I saw for the first time, was only about twelve feet 
from the ground, and it was clear that the Confederates must have 
taken great care to avoid doing her any harm. Thus the story 
ended well for both sides, and Harry Hopkins solemnly repeated: 


“Shoot, if you must, this old grey head, 
“But spare your country’s flag,” she said. 
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N May 22 I had an important conversation on the struc- 
ture of post-war settlement at luncheon at the British 
Embassy. The Vice-President, Mr. Wallace, the Secretary 

of War, Mr. Stimson, the Secretary of the Interior, Mr. Ickes, 
the Chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate, 
Senator Connally, and the Under-Secretary of State, Mr. Sumner 
Welles, were invited and apprised of the topic beforehand. The 
Embassy staff kept a full record of the statement which I made. 


I said that the first preoccupation must be to prevent further _ 


aggression in the future by Germany or Japan. To this end I con- 
templated an association of the United States, Great Britain, and 
Russia. If the United States wished to include China in an associ- 
ation with the other three, I was perfectly willing that this should 
be done. On these Powers would rest the real responsibility for 
peace. They, together with certain other Powers, should form a 
Supreme World Council. Subordinate to this World Council 
there should be three Regional Councils, one for Europe, one for 
the American Hemisphere, and one for the Pacific. 

As for Europe I thought that after the war it might consist of 
some twelve States or Confederations, who would form the Re- 
gional European Council. It was important to re-create a strong 
France, for the prospect of having no strong country on the map 
between England and Russia was not attractive. Moreover, I 
said that I could not easily foresee the United States being able 
to keep large numbers of men indefinitely on guard in Europe. 
Great Britain could not do so either. No doubt it would be neces- 
sary for the United States to be associated in some way in the 
policing of Europe, in which Great Britain would obviously also 
have to take part. 

Mr. Wallace thought that the other countries would not agree 
that the World Council should consist of the four major Powers 
alone. I agreed, and said that to the four Powers should be added 
others by election in rotation from the Regional Councils. The 
central idea of the structure was that of a three-legged stool— 
the World Council resting on three Regional Councils. But I 
attached great importance to the regional principle. 

Force would clearly be required to see that peace was pre- 
served. I suggested an agreement between the United Nations 
about the minimum and maximum armed forces which each 
would maintain. 

Finally I said I could see small hope for the world unless the 
United States and the British Commonwealth worked together in 
fraternal association. I should like the citizens of each, without 
losing their present nationality, to be able to come and settle and 
trade with freedom and equal rights in the territories of the other. 
There might even be some common form of citizenship. 

I made two other suggestions, both of which carried warm as- 
sent. First, that after the war we should continue the practice of 
Combined Staff conversations, and, second, that we should by con- 
stant contact take whatever steps were necessary to ensure that 
the main lines of our foreign policy ran closely together. 

Mr. Wallace said to the Ambassador as he left that it was the most 
encouraging conversation in which we had taken part for the last 
two years. I was of course careful to explain that I was expressing 
only personal views. 


‘The meetings of the British and American staffs in Washington 
at this time revealed considerable disagreement. Churchill wanted 
Italy put onthe program after Sicily, which the Casablanca meet- 
ings, as related in last week’s issue, had made the next target 
after the completion of the North African campaign. But the 
Americans, including Chief of Staff General Marshall, were not 
ready to accept this plan as a firm decision, and thought that Sar- 
dinia might be next. Mr. Churchill, as he explains below, would 
not give up his strategic plans. 


The President had not seemed ready to press his advisers to be- 
come more precise on the invasion of Italy, but as this was the main 
purpose for which I had crossed the Atlantic I couldnotlet the mat- 
ter rest. On May 25 I appealed personally to the President to let 
General Marshall come to Algiers with me. General Marshall said 
that he was perfectly willing to do this. 

Ithad been agreed that the President and I should draft the state- 
ment to be made to Russia about the conference. We made several 
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drafts, which were typed at once and brought back. These were 
corrected again and again, until they were almost illegible with our 
scribbles. We were puzzling what to put in and what to leave out. 
Finally, at two o’clock in the morning, I said, much to the Presi- 
dent’s relief, “Let me take it away with me tomorrow. I will tidy it 
up and send it back to you from Botwood.” He was content with 
this. I added, “It would be a good thing if Marshall came with me. 
There is plenty of room in the plane.” We rose to go to bed, worn 
out by the ceaseless mental toil. At this moment General Marshall 
appeared. Although it had been decided that he should come to 
North Africa, he had not apparently expected to fly in the same 
plane with me or at exactly the same time. He had therefore come 
to say good-bye. But now the President said to him, “Why don’t 
you go with Winston? You can talk over the Russian communiqué 


CHURCHILL ON THE KATYN MASSACRES 


Katyn is a small town 250 miles southwest of Moscow whose name 
is associated with the worst military atrocity story that came out 
of Europe in World War II. Here, the Germans announced in 
April 1943, they found the bodies of thousands of Polish officers 
in mass graves. The number later was put at more than 10,000 
officers and men. In this volume of his memoirs, Mr. Churchill 
relates that after the Soviets overran eastern Poland in Septem- 
ber 1939 they interned about 15,000 Poles in three camps in west- 
ern Russia. Even after the German invasion of Russia, which 
caused the Soviets and Poland to become uneasy allies and led to 
the release of Polish internees to serve in the Polish army, nothing 
was ever heard of the men from these three camps. The Germans 
claimed, writes Mr. Churchill, “that the executions dated back to 
the spring of 1940, when the area was under Soviet control.” A 
Russian statement issued in January 1944 declared, says Mr. 
Churchill, “that the three camps were not evacuated in time, 
‘owing to the rapidity of the German advance, and that the Polish 
prisoners fell into German hands and were later slaughtered by 
them. This version, to be believed, involves acceptance of the fact 
that nearly 15,000 Polish officers and men, of whom there was no 
record since the spring of 1940, passed into German hands in July 
1941 and were later destroyed by the Germans without one single 
person escaping and reporting, either to the Russian authorities or 
to a Polish Consul in Russia or to the Underground Movement in 
Poland. When we remember the confusion caused by the German 
advance, that the guards of the camps must have fled as the inva~ 
sion came nearer, and all the contacts afterwards during the peri- 
od of Russo-Polish co-operation, belief seems an act of faith.... 

“In the trials of Germans at Nuremberg for war crimes the 
murder of the Poles at Katyn was mentioned in the indictment 
of Goering and others. . . . It was decided by the victorious Gov- 
ernments concerned that the issue should be avoided, and the 
crime of Katyn was never probed in detail. The Soviet Govern- 
ment did not take the opportunity of clearing themselves of the 
horrible and widely believed accusation against them and of fas- 
tening the guilt conclusively upon the German Government. . ..” 


together.” The General was surprised, but waved his hand agree- 
ably and said, “I will be there.” 

As soon as we were in the air I addressed myself to the Russian 
communiqué. As I found it very hard to make head or tail of the 
bundle of drafts, with all our emendations in the President’s scrawls 
and mine, I sent it along to General Marshall, who two hours later 
presented me with a typed fair copy. I was immensely impressed 
with this document, which exactly expressed what the President 
and I wanted, and did so with a clarity and comprehension not only 
of the military but of the political issues involved. It excited my 
admiration. Hitherto I had thought of Marshall as a rugged sol- 
dier and a magnificent organiser and builder of armies—the Amer- 
ican Carnot. But now I saw that he was a statesman with a pene- 
trating and commanding view of the whole scene. I was delighted 
with his draft, and also that the task was done. I wrote to the Pres- 
ident that it could not be better, and asked him to send it off with 
any alterations he might wish, without any further reference to me. 
The President did not alter a word. 
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We landed to refuel at Botwood, in Newfoundland. After an 
early dinner we took off again on our flight of 3,000 miles across 
the ocean to Gibraltar. I slept sound for a good many hours. All 
at once there was a sudden shock and bump. I awoke. Something 
had happened, There were no consequences, which after all are 
what is important in air journeys. Nevertheless, being thorough- 
ly awake, I put on my zip suit and went forward to the navigat- 
ing controls. I sat in the co-pilot’s seat. It was by now a lovely 
moonlight night. After a while I asked the pilot what caused the 
bump. “We were struck by lightning,” he said, “but there’s noth- 
ing wrong.” I had always wondered why aircraft did not mind 
being struck by lightning. 

I looked down upon the calm ocean, 7,000 feet below; but an 
ocean always looks calm at that height. Almost underneath us was 
what looked like a little tramp steamer. I was conscious of distinct 
sense of comfort from her presence. Under this reassuring illusion 
I returned to my bed, and did not wake until just before dawn. 

I went forward again, as I love to see the daylight come. When 
you are flying east at 160 miles an hour you meet the sun very 
early and he rises quickly. I adhered to my rule in these long flights 
that meals should be regulated by stomach-time. When one wakes 
up after daylight one should breakfast; five hours after that, 
luncheon. Six hours after luncheon, dinner. Thus one becomes 
independent of the sun, which otherwise meddles too much in 
one’s affairs and upsets the routine of work, 

On alighting at Gibraltar at about 5 p.m., we were met by the 
Governor. We all made a few hours’ pilgrimage, and inspected the 
new distillery which assures the fortress a permanent supply of 
fresh water, and various important guns, some hospitals, and a 
large number of troops. I finally went below to see the Governor’s 
special pet, the new Rock gallery, cut deep in the rock, with its 
battery of eight quick-firing guns commanding the isthmus and 
the neutral ground between Britain and Spain. An immense 
amount of work had been put into this, and it certainly seemed, as 
we walked along it, that whatever perils Gibraltar might have to 
fear, attack from the mainland was no longer one of them. The 
Governor’s pride in his achievement was shared by his British vis- 
itors. It was not until we said good-bye that General Marshall 
somewhat hesitatingly observed, “I admired your gallery, but we 
had one like it at Corregidor. The Japanese fired their artillery at 
the rock several hundred feet above it, and in two or three days 
blocked it off with an immense bank of rubble.” I was grateful to 
him for his warning, but the Governor seemed thunderstruck. All 
the smiles vanished from his face. 

We fiew off in the early afternoon and in the evening light 
reached the Algiers airfield, where Generals Eisenhower and Be- 
dell Smith, Admiral Andrew Cunningham, General Alexander, 
and other friends were waiting for us. 

I have no more pleasant memories of the war than the eight 
days in Algiers and Tunis. I telegraphed to Eden to come out and 
join me so as to make sure we saw eye to eye on all our business. 

1 was determined to obtain before leaving Africa the decision 
to invade Italy should Sicily be taken, General Eisenhower was 
very reserved. He listened to all our arguments, and I am sure 
agreed with their purpose. But Marshall remained up till almost 
the last moment silent or cryptic. 

The circumstances of our meeting were favourable to the Bri- 
tish. We had three times as many troops, four times as many war- 
ships, and almost as many airplanes available for actual opera- 
tions as the Americans. We had since Alamein, not to speak of 
the earlier years, lost in the Mediterranean eight times as many 
men and three times as much tonnage as our Allies. But what en- 
sured for these potent facts the fairest and most attentive con- 
sideration with the American leaders was that notwithstanding 
our immense preponderance of strength we had continued to ac- 
cept General Eisenhower’s Supreme Command and to preserve 
for the whole campaign the character of a United States opera- 
tion. The American chiefs do not like to be outdone in generosity. 
No people respond more spontaneously to fair play. Nevertheless 
I consider that the argument which convinced the Americans was 
on its merits overwhelming. 

We held our first meeting at General Eisenhower’s villa in Al- 
giers on May 29. We met again on the afternoon of May 3f. I said

that the alternative between Southern Italy and Sardinia in- 
volved the difference between a glorious campaign and a mere 
convenience. General Marshall was in no way hostile to these 
ideas, but he did not wish for a clear-cut decision to be taken at 
this moment. He said that it would be better to decide what to do 
after we had started the attack on Sicily. 

An incident now occurred which, as it relates to matters which 
have become the subject of misunderstandings and controversy 
after the war, must be related. Mr. Eden, at my request, com- 
mented on the Turkish situation, and said that knocking Italy out 
of the war would go a long way towards bringing the Turks in. 
They would become much more friendly “when our troops had 
reached the Balkan area.” Eden and I were in full agreement on 
the war policy, but I feared that the turn of his phrase might mis- 
lead our American friends. The record states, “The Prime Min- 
ister intervened to observe emphatically that he was not advocat- 
ing sending an army into the Balkans now or in the near future.” 

On the two following days we travelled by plane and car to 
some beautiful places rendered historic by the battles of a month 
before. The sense of victory was in the air. Everyone was very 
proud and delighted. There is no doubt that people like winning 
very much. 


the question of bombing the marshalling yards of Rome, 

and there was agreement that they were an important 
and necessary military objective, and that there was no valid 
reason for refraining from bombing this target, provided the 
attacks were made by day and due care was taken to prevent 
damage elsewhere. 

I felt that great advances had been made in our discussions and 
that everybody wanted to go for Italy. I therefore, in summing 
up, stated the conclusions in a most moderate form and paid my 
tribute to General Eisenhower. I said I would take home the feel- 
ing of confidence and comradeship which characterised action in 
this theatre. I had never received so strong an impression of coop- 
eration and control as during my visit, I said that I should not 
like to go away without reaffirming my full confidence in General 
Eisenhower, and without expressing my admiration of the man- 
ner in which he had handled his many great problems. 

General Eisenhower replied that any praise which might be 
given belonged to the officers round the table. 

Eden and I flew home together by Gibraltar. As my presence 
in North Africa had been fully reported, the Germans were ex- 
ceptionally vigilant, and this led to a tragedy which much dis- 
tressed me. The regular commercial aircraft was about to start

But it was certainly not the aliens caught up in 
this political wrangle and “delayed” beyond 
reason on the little island.

F I had known what I was let- 
ting myself in for when I decid- 
ed two years ago to study Mon- 
golian anthropology, I'd have 
quickly left the subject for the 
Mongolians. The U.S. Army had 
grabbed me out of the College of 
the Pacific in my senior year and 
had stationed me in China during 
World War II. There I acquired 
my fascination with the Mongols, 
which led me to take a State Department 
job distributing grain in the Mongolian Or- 
dos region. When I got to know the Mongols 
at first hand, I liked them even more than I 
had thought I would. Their friendliness and 
independence, the fierce delight they took 
in almost everything they did was infectious. 
Never will I forget riding at night with them 
out across the steppes, hearing them break 
out in their wild, wailing nomadic songs. 
Loping along with dozens of Mongols, listen- 
ing to their songs ring out in the crisp night 
air and feeling the horses quicken their gait, 
I could understand for the first time how a 
leader like Genghis Khan could make a con- 
quering army out of a horde of these people. 
Their gratitude for the small relief they

were receiving impressed me too. One day I 
visited Prince Wangchingtseren, of the Ulan- 
chap League on the border of Outer Mon- 
golia. He wanted, he explained to me, to ex- 
press his thanks by presenting to the “Great 
Khan” of America the finest horse in his sta- 
ble with a silver inlaid bridle thrown in. I 
explained the difficulties of transporting a 
horse from Mongolia to the White House in 
Washington, but the prince insisted on send- 
ing the saddle at least, I managed to get it 
on a plane to Hong Kong but, now that I 
am back in the U.S., I find the White House 
has no record that it ever got to the “Great 
Khan” Truman. 

When ECA swallowed up the State De- 
partment project I was offered the position 


as head of ECA’s Mongol opera- 
tion. But at this point I discov- 
ered that I had glaucoma, a weak- 
ening of the eyes. Somy work had 
to wait four months while I un- 
derwent surgery in Chengtu. The 
operation appeared to halt the 
disease, just in time for me to be 
awarded a Fulbright scholarship 
to continue my studies. But by 
now the shadow of the Commu- 
nists had spread across the whole of North 
China, and I saw that I could not go to the 
University at Peking as I had hoped. I had 
been watching this so-called agrarian up- 
rising uneasily for some time now and I want- 
ed no part of it. So I headed for an area where 
I would be least likely to be bothered by the 
Communists—Tzehu, the citadel of the Ala 
Shan Mongols, far out in the deserts of west- 
ern Inner Mongolia. It was the spring of 1949 
when I got there and started to make friends 
and pursue my studies. I had been there only 
three months when the Chinese Communists 
broke out through Northwest China and 
threatened the whole of Inner Mongolia. 

It was a hard decision to make. ‘Although 
Thad progressed so well in my studies, I still

had much more I wanted to do. Yet there was really no alternative 
if I wanted to avoid being captured by the Communists. Already 
we might be surrounded. There was only one good escape route, and 
that hardly an easy one—out across the Ala Shan Desert to Sin- 
kiang, China’s remote Central Asian province which was still in - 
Nationalist hands. So began my odyssey. 

With two Mongol friends who acted as guides, I set out into the 
desert. Ahead of us lay a 16-day trip to the motor road that led into 
Sinkiang. How we made it still remains a mystery to me. There are 
no landmarks except for sand dunes which are always shifting bee 
fore the howling desert winds, slowly 
but as unceasingly as ocean waves. 

At first I tried walking alongside our 

little caravan, but after bucking the * 

desert wind and stumbling through 
the loose sand I settled for the heav- 
ing, jolting gait of the camel. I had 
brought only two books with me— 
Emily Bronté’s Wuthering Heights 
and Robert Trumbull’s The Raft. 1 
was through both of them far too 
quickly. 

Somehow, despite the completely 
unmarked expanse of sand, despite 
sandstorms that blotted out the sun 
and thestars, we came to the Sinkiang 
motor road at exactly the point my 
Mongol friends had aimed for. Evidently if you have Mongols you 
don’t need a compass. 

We reached the road only to discover from passing refugees that 
the westward advancing Communists were a few miles away from 
us on the same road. When a Nationalist postal truck came along 
soon after, I hitched a ride. My Mongol friends turned their cara- 
yan about and headed back home. 

In September 1949 I reached Sinkiang’s capital, Urumchi. There 
Ifound only one other American. He was a young vice consul named 
Douglas S. Mackiernan, whose unpleasant job it was to close down 
the office if and when the Communists actually began occupying 
the province. For a brief rest I settled down with Mackiernan. 

It was less than a month later when, out for a walk in the city, 
I learned that the provincial authorities had turned Sinkiang over 
to the Reds without even a fight. I realized this when I saw the staff 
of the Soviet consulate out in the street cheering. On the way back 
to our consulate I heard some grade school children shouting a 
phrase they had just been taught: “Long live Mao Tse-tung!”” 

That night Mackiernan and I burned all the State Department- 
documents and packed up. Before dawn, after a hurried radio mes- 
sage to the State Department that we were pulling out, we edged 
our way out of the city in the consulate jeep. At a prearranged spot 
outside the city we picked up three White Russian friends who were

also fleeing the Communists. Now began the weirdest part of my 
journey. It would be 11 months, 1,500 miles and three deaths be- 
fore we were safe with Americans again. 

The first thing we did was to abandon the jeep. We could not 


take the chance of remaining on Sinkiang’s roads, and the rest of* 


the province is a trackless expanse of sand and mountains. We man- 
aged to buy 20 horses and set out across open country—and I mean 
open country. Our general destination was Tibet, nearly 800 miles 
to the south from Urumchi. I cannot reveal the exact route we took; 
there were several people along the way who helped us, and I would 
not like to identify them for the Communists. 

Most of Sinkiang, however, is so desolate, nothing but 20,000- 
foot-high mountainsand desert plains 
where no one can remember when it 
has rained, that Sinkiang’s favorite 
farewell is “May there be a road.” 
So we had no help for most of the 
journey. We did have a compass this 
time and some maps. But the maps, 
especially the American ones, were 
nearly useless. Huge lakes, towering 
mountain. ranges and whole cities 
nearly buried by the sand turned up 
where none was marked on the maps. 
To check the compass, Mackiernan

were never certain of the positions it 
gave us. No coastwise sailor ever relied on dead reckoning as much 
as we did. And it was further complicated by having to calculate 
by Mongolian “‘running-horse miles,” supposedly equal to one Eng- 
lish statute mile but confusing nevertheless. We could only travel 
at night and hide during the daytime, with a lookout posted for 
Red patrols. Some of the patrols came so close that we could peer 
out and see them from our hiding places. 

Then we started across the great Takla Makan Desert, which 
well earns its nickname of “white death.” For three days on this 
desert we were unable to find any water. The second day we sudden- 
ly came upon a great many converging tracks, all of which seemed 
to head off in one direction. By this time we were not worryin; 
about our general destination, only about a direction that saul 
lead us to water before we dropped. Mackiernan looked at the tracks 
and said, “That certainly must be the way to water.” 

Thad no premonitions, I’m sure. It was merely a reflection of my 
general depression when I said, “Water, hell. We won’t find any- 
thing but a mountain of bones at the end of those tracks.” 

We followed them anyway, of course. And it was only half an 
hour before we came upon the sun-bleached skeleton of a man, 
stretched across the middle of the tracks. His arms were extended 
before him, still reaching for the mirage that we began to feel we 
too would be seeing pretty soon.

At the end of the next day we did see it, but by God-given luck 
it was not a mirage. It was an old well, originally sunk there for 
travelers on an ancient trade route. It contained a few inches of 
dark, brackish water that tasted to us like the purest spring. 

As November was coming to a close we arrived at the ice-topped 
mountain ranges bordering Tibet. With winter upon us, there was 
no chance of crossing the mountains, so we moved into a small set- 
tlement nestled against the mountainside. It was loneliness and 
utter boredom such as I have never been through before. By good 
fortune Mackiernan had brought two books with him. One was 
War and Peace, which I read three times. The other was Cass Tim- 
berlane, which I only had time to read twice before we had to put 
its pages to use in our makeshift toilet. 

March finally came, and with it our busy preparations for the 
long climb into Tibet. Then we collected 15 camels and two horses. 
Using five camels for transportation, the rest as pack animels, we 
set off up the mountainside. We were eight weeks getting across 
them. What little food we had been able to get together was soon 
gone, and we had to depend almost entirely upon the occasional 
antelope or wild yak we could approach close enough to shoot. Two 
miles up like this, the boiling point of water was so low that we 
could never get anything cooked through. I promptly lost most 
of my fillings, and my teeth began to ache intolerably. There was 
nothing to ‘io about this, though, and, unaccountably, the aching 
finally went away. I have not had any trouble with them since. 

Fuel itself was a problem. There was only dried yak dung, and we 
used up several precious hours of traveling time each day hunting 
for it. We became as adept as nomads in determining at a glance 
the difference between old, inflammable dung and the new, almost 
fireproof droppin . When we did get a fire going, we had to be ex- 
tremely careful about breathing too much smoke at this altitude. 
If we inhaled the smoke of the cooking fire, it singed our lungs. 
Often at night I woke up choking and gasping; the air did not have 
enough oxygen to let me get one good breath in most of the eight 
weeks. 

Partly because of this and partly because of the near-constant 
meat diet, we felt sick and overtired all of the time. The meat gave 
me a protein poisoning, and I felt constantly starved. Before we 
were over the mountain, I was getting nauseated at the sight of a 
piece of meat. 

Our animals suffered much worse. There was little grass, and most 
of that unnourishing. We were startled when our camels started to 
share the meat diet with us; these were the first carnivorous camels 
Ihave ever heard of. The horses refused to make this change. They 
soon starved to death. 

But the thing I will remember most about the Tibetan moun- 
tains was the wind, the screaming, penetrating wind. Every morn- 
ing, between 6:30 and 8 o'clock, it began with a zephyr or two, 
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usuall asceinpeitted by snow. Rapidly it turned into a howling, 
skin- Blasting oar which never died foramoment throughout theday. 
So bad was it that if anyone had anything to say he got it said be- 
fore midmorning; after that there was no conversation; it was im- 
possible to do anything but hide our heads in our coat collars. 

in May 1 we came in sight of our first Tibetan settlement. Noth- 
ing more than that, it was merely a clustered group of black yak- 
hair tents. Mackiernan and I decided to go on ahead of the rest to 
make contact and establish our friendly intentions. We knew of 
the continuing feuds among these border tribes and also of the sus- 
picious, trigger-happy border guards who were always wanderin 
about these ranges. As we drew near the tents, we noticed a al 
coming out to meet us. Central Asian nomads are careful people in 
matters like this; never risk a good fighting man in an encounter 
with what might be an enemy. 

We were, of course, delighted when the girl stuck out her tongue 
—a friendly Tibetan greeting. She turned and walked back toward 
the encampment and we followed. But as we approached them we 
noticed the men unlimbering guns. We therefore decided first to 
return to our caravan and set up a camp near theirs, so as to convince 
these people that we were friendly travelers. 

That, it turned out, was a big mistake. 

When we had got our tent up, [ took a white flag and some presents 
of cloth and started back to the encampment. f later learned that 
as I was leaving, Mackiernan said, ‘'I hope not, but I have a feeling 
that Bessac will die today.” W! hen I got to the encampment the men 
still had their guns out, and every one was pointed at me. But I kept 
walking toward the men, waving my white flag more briskly, un- 
til I came up to them. Then I offered my presents. Their attitude 
changed abruptly; they put down their guns and accepted the cloth 
with smiles and bows. Soon we were all seated in a circle, admiring 
the cloth and trying to converse. Although I tried Mongol, Chinese 
and English, I could not make them understand any words beyond 
“American” and “Dalai Lama.” 

Between where I was sitting and our temporary camp was a ridge, 
over which I could not see. Now, from behind the ridge, came the 
sound of gunfire, I scrambled up to a knoll just in time to see the 
climactic tragedy of our journey unfold before me. From our tent 
came Mackiernan and the three White Russians, their hands in the 
air. Now from behind the embankment six men rose and walked 
slowly up to our group. All six carried rifles at their hips. While I 
stood there watching, the two groups kept walking toward each 
other—slowly, silently—for all the world like some kind of charade. 
They were about 30 yards apart now, but they kept walking toward 
each other. Then came a shot, quickly followed by another. Two 
of our men fell forward. I heard, faintly, the voice of Mackiernan 
shouting, “Don’t shoot!” He was answered by another shot, and a 
third man fell; I could not tell from that distance whether it was 
Mackiernan or not. Then the fourth figure ducked low and raced 
for the tent. There was another shot, but he disappeared into the tent. 
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LONELY CAMI itched in the middle of Ala Shan Desert and the tired 
camels are freed for the night. Mongols’ camels are better than those of the 
Chinese because the Mongols usually give them a winter v 


TREK TO TRAGEDY conrinveo 


I had heard three or four more shots before I realized that they 
were firing at me. As the bullets zinged by me I dropped to the ground, 
just as one whacked the flag out of my hand, I lay there a moment 
in silence, then raised my head again. More bullets went over me, 
so I dug deeper into the sand. It wasn’t any kind of bravery—and 
I don’t think it was resignation—but anyway, after waiting a few 
more minutes, I simply stood up and started walking toward the 
men with the rifles. Strangely they took no more shots, but let me 
come up to them. It was a long walk. 

When I was within talking distance, one of them waggled his rifle 
at me and shouted "Ke 'ou!” This was the Chinese phrase meaning 

“Kneel and touch your head to the 
ground.” Unthinking, I was infuri- 
ated. I shouted back: 

“T will not. I am an American.” 

To be on the safe side, I repeated 
the phrase three times, in English, 
in Chinese and in Mongolian. My 
reaction—or maybe it my ri 
tation—puzzled them. herded 
the other man out of the tent and 
stood him alongside me. It was not 
Mackiernan; it w: nsoy, one of 
the White Russians. He had been hit 
in the leg but was able to walk. The 
riflemen held a conference in fr 
of us. I could not understand th 
dialect, but obviously they were puz 
zling about what to do with us. It was evident now that they were 
border guards, that they had not intended to kill us, but that one 
of them had fired and frightened the others into firing automatically. 
Now they were gravely worried over what would happen to them 
when it was discovered in headquarters what they had done. 

While they argued among themselves, Zvansov told me what had 
happened. The riflemen had crept up on our tent and, evidently 
afraid that we were waiting to ambush them when they got close 
enough, had fired into the tent. They had not hit anyone, and the 
White Russians had argued that our group should come out shoot- 
ing—especially since we had a Tommy gun. But Mackiernan ar- 
gued that we should show our friendly intentions, so he decided it 
would be better to walk out unarmed, with hands up and try to 
make peaceful contact. He had no way of knowing, at that time, 
whether these were nomads from the settlement I had set out for. 
They might have taken me prisoner and come to the tent to find out 
more about these visitors before releasing me. In any case Mac- 
kiernan and the three White Russians came out with their hands 
up. What happened after that I saw from my knoll. 

For two days we waited for the border guards to make up their 
minds. I was allowed to treat the bullet wound on Zvansov’s leg. 
The members of the nomadic settlement came over to see us. They 
clucked their disapproval and offered us food, but they carefully 
stayed away from the border guards. The third morning we were 
bundled onto camels and our caravan was led toward Shentsa, a 
military outpost six days’ ride away. Zvansov’s leg began to throb 
painfully, but he was able to stay on his camel. Meanwhile I was 
practically blind; one of the guards had taken a fancy to my glasses. 
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AMERICAN SHOThy guards 
was Vice Consul Mackiernan. 
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WITH ANXIOUS OFFICIALS of the Tibetan government, Bessac (right) is 
escorted into Lhasa after shooting.

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With them on he was almost blind too, but he got a great kick out 
of wearing them. Jogging painfully across the desert all day and 
sleeping in the open at night, we got only 24 hours’ ride closer to 
Shentsa when two horsemen approached our struggling little 
These newcomers carried red flags, the emblem of official Teton 
couriers. They pulled up abreast of us, studied Zvansov and myself, 
talked to the guards and suddenly started shouting. 

One of the couriers showed me two documents. They were entry 

ermits for Mackiernan and his party. As I learned later, the State 

partment, guessing that Mackiernan would try to come out 
through Tibet, had requested Lhasa to give us safe entry and trans- 
it. Lhasa had received and approved the request in plenty of ti 
Permits had been prepared na pens atl atin je entry points, 
including Shentsa. The permits for all the other border outposts 
had arrived in plenty of time. But the one intended for Shentsa, 
the only one that mattered, had been delayed. While being relayed 
from one nomadic encampment to another—as even official Tibetan 
mail goes—it had got held up in one of the encampments. When it 
finally reached Shentsa, the two couriers set out immediately. They 
met us three days too late. 

After yelling abuse at the now-shamefaced border guards, one of 
the couriers came up to me, offered me a gun and pointed at the 
guards. He said nothing, but he obviously was asking me to shoot 
all six of them. There was nothing to be gained by that. I refused. 

Five days later we staggered into Shentsa. Our belongings, includ- 
ing my glasses, were returned to us and the guards were sent ahead 
to Lhasa under arrest. Although we wanted to get right on to Lhasa, 
the experience had left us weak and exhausted, so we stayed several 
days at Shentsa, just sleeping and eating and letting Zvansov’s leg 
heal. Then we went on to Lhasa. 

There the Dalai Lama received me twice. I was not as impressed 
as I should have been at the time, when he placed both hands on my 
head. I discovered later that the standard blessing is a tap with a 
scepter. One hand on the head is a special blessing. The two-handed 
blessing is extremely rare. The Tibetan god-kingalso gaveme his pho- 
tograph, autographed in English, the language he has only recently 
been studying. In return I presented him with the 10 remaining

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camels of our caravan. He promised me that he would reward these 
animals for their services to us by putting them in a special park 
he has for his animals, There they would have plenty to eat and no 
work to do for the rest of their lives.” 

Just before we left Lhasa, I was told that the six border guards 
had been tried and sentenced in Lhasa’s military court. The leader 
was to have his nose and both ears cut off. The man who fired the 
first shot was to lose both ears. A third man was to lose one ear, and 
the others were to get 50 lashes each. The men receiving the lesser 
sentences, it developed, had argued with the leader against shoot- 
ing. Since the Tibetan Buddhists do not believe in capital punish- 
ment, mutilation is the stiffest sentence given in Tibet. But I felt 
that this punishment was too severe, so I asked if it could be light- 
ened. My request was granted. The new sentences were: 200 lashes 
each for the leader and the man who fired the first shot, 50 lashes 
for the third man and 25 each for the others. I was asked if I would 
lik@ 10 witness the punishments. I watched and enjoyed the whole 
proceeding and took the pictures shown on pages 130 and 131. 

Zyansov and J still had a 300-mile trip across the Indo-Tibetan 
border ahead of us. In July 1950, after getting the promise of Tibetan 
officials that Mackiernan’s body would have a proper burial, we set 
out on the final Jeg. It took us almost a month, through dripping 
jungles, across roaring rivers and up fog-wreathed mountain paths. 
Our meeting with Americans sent from the U.S. embassy in India 
was dramatic, as we rode out of the mists on 14,400-foot-high Jelep 
La, the border pass; and these were the first Americans I had seen 
since Mackiernan’s death. But I was too tired, too sick, to care. 

Thave been back in the U.S. four weeks now. What my plans for 
the future are I don’t even know yet; I’m still resting. But gen- 
erally I hope to study some more anthropology. Then I want to go 
back, probably to Mongolia, if it is ever free again. Once more I 
want to ride with those fierce, independent, happy people gallop- 
ing their horses across the high Mongolian plains and trailing their 
eerie, wailing songs behind them. But Communists or no Commu- 
nists, the last thing in the world I intend to do again is go anywhere 
near that Tibetan border.

JOE CLARK, H.B.S.S. 


Joe Clark, who lists himself in the Detroit telephone directory as “Clark 


Joe H ” (for Hill Billy Snap Shooter), was born and raised in the 
Tennessee mountains not far from where he photographed the “stir- 
off” on the previous pages. Joe’s formal schooling was abruptly ter- 
minated after the fourth grade, when he and a friend, sent out of the 
school building to cut wood, inserted some gunpowder in a log which, 
when it exploded, burned down the schoolhouse. Joe then took a cor- 
respondence course in carpentry and worked several years on construc- 
tion jobs in the mountains. But in 1932 he grew restless and moved to. 
Detroit, taking a job as watchman. His first ambition was to be an 
author, but when some pictures he took with a borrowed camera on va- 
cation were printed by the Detroit News he decided to become a photog- 
rapher. Although he has since built up a profitable photography busi- 
ness in Detroit, he has never tried to beanything but a transplanted 
hayseed. Now and then he sends out a corny advertising shot of him- 
self (above) which belies the fact that he long ago outgrew a Brownie. 
Last year Joe insisted on naming his newborn son June Bug, an old 
family name shared by Joe’s brother, and it was only after several days 
of arguing that his Detroit-born wife persuaded him to settle on Joseph 
Wade June Bug Clark. Every chance he gets, Joe heads for the Tennes- 
see hills to record the mountain customs before they die out. His kin- 
folk—the boy on page 157 is his nephew—and his old friends are usu- 
ally glad to see him although they call him a city slicker and went along 
with his gag by having him thrown in the local jail for wearing shoes.
